Township Growing At A Steady Pace 


At the September 23rd 
Township Board meeting, 
Building Department head 
John Chihan predicted contin- 
ued township growth. 

In response to a question 
posed by Trustee Adkins, Mr. 
Chihan advised that he antici- 
pated the same growth in 1998 
as we experienced in 1997 and 
expected next year to be about 
the same. This means he pro- 
jects 80 to 100 new homes to 
be built next year. 

He indicated that much of 
the new development in the 
last two yars came from 
Country Meadows and Swan 
Creek the manufactured 
homes: located. on. small lots. 
He advised that most of that 
kind of development was just 
about completed but several 
new projects were in various 
stages of development. These 
new developments should 
keep the same growth rate as 
we have experienced in the

last two yars. 

Trustee Adkins seems to be 
looking for a population 
growth projection in prepara- 
tion for the year 2000 census. 
In response to this, Mr. Chihan 
estimated three people per 
house. This translated to 240 
to 300 new residents per year 
due to new building in the 
township. 

However, this does not nec- 
essarily mean that our popula- 
tion will automatically 
increase because there are 
other factors that effect our 
population. But, it does seem 
to suggest slow steady growth. 

In other business, the police 
chief advised that board of the 
re-opening of northbound I- 
275 and this should ease the 
traffic down Waltz Road 
through New Boston.
